Before the 
war he and other members of the 
Air Force ‘were presentedd to the 
King. George’s co-pilot was James 
Plante, who for some time before en- 
listing with the R.A.F. was instructor 
at Old Sun School Both men were 
engaged to be married. James Plant 
to a Gleichen irl and George Walk- 
er to an English girl. 


OTTAWA LETTER 
BY DR. F. W. GERSHAW 


This week, I tried to make clear to 
the House that people eve: ywhere 
were anxious to know just what each 
could do to effectively help in this 
crisis, The considered opinion of the 
department of agriculture is that the 
war effort does not require farmers 
to rapidly switch) from one product 
to another, The minister said: “We 
have been constantly saying and 
we think it is the proper thing to 
way, that farmers of Canada can best 
serve the intenests of the Allies by 
continuing to produce the staple pro- 
ducts which they were produ.ing be- 
fore war started. These are .he pro- 
ducts that will be most needed 
through! the war period and we should 
produce the best products ‘we can.” 

Commodore Jones is senior naval 
officer of the Royal Canadian Navy. 
He has 94 vessels in commission and 
all Canadian shipyards are working 
to capacity on 90 more. One hundred 
million dollars will be spent this 
year on the navy, as compared with 
four million in 1914, These ships on 
both coasts, in the Caribbean and in 


British waters are defending our 
shipping and our shores, The Com- 
modore is a native of Halifax, He 


graduated from the Royal Naval Col- 
lege in 19138, and saw service in the 
last war. 

The Ottawa Journal said, on June 
5th: “Three men form the spear- 
head of Canadas air effort—Minister 
of Air Power, Minister of Transport 
Howe, Acting Deputy Minister of De- 
fence Duncan. ‘They are resourceful 
able resolute mien and the country can 
rely on them confidently to get things 
done,” 

Members of parliament are con- 
sidering the donating of $1000 each 
to the war effort. The minister of 
finance points out that donations 
shold not be earmarked for any 
special equipment but should be add- 
ed to the consolidated revenue fund. 
He also stated that when the budget 
comes out the giving would not be 
voluntary but that every Canadian 
would be asked for generous con- 
tributions by way of taxation. In- 
dustry and labor are agreed that 
no ‘profits ‘will be made out of this 
war and certainly the war supply 
board is driving toward that end. 

Power to virtually conscript indus- 
try was given by a bill introduced on 
June 14th, It gives him power to 
mobolize all industrial strength with 
respect to munitions wai supplies 
and defence projects. He can use the 
services of business men without 
fbringing them to Ottawa. He can 
order delivery of munitions from 
private industry make industry give 
priority to war orders specify the 
time.when contracts are to be com- 
pleted and set prices to be paid.

Special precautions, too will have 
to be taken in harvesting and in 
threshing these plots, and in later 
articles this column will tell of the 
practices usually adopted by the best 
seed growers to ensure ai crop of seed 
as free as possible from harmful ad- 
mixtures,

Each Monday afternoon when the 
Kked Cross members met to work at 
theiy headquarters additional ladies 
turn out to assist.

4 used blankets, 

1080 surgical dressings. 

This reaches a rand total of 1,390 
articles, 

This represents the efforts of the 
Ked Cross’ workers for the past six 
months, We possible could 
have have done more sewing but 
have bought materials veryi corefully 
and economically being mindful al- 
ways of making supplies most urgent- 
ly needed at thie time. We have pro- 
g:essed slowly but very definitely and 
each week more and more women 
fo to the Guide Hall to work and 
offer donations. 

Our chief concern is to make 
articles most needed ‘by the fighting 
forces and for hospital supplies after 
that the refugee clothing. It might 
be said that the latter costs 
comparatively little as so many 
splendid donations of old clothes and 
naterias] of various kinds have been 
brought in for this purpose. 

As our work has expended I have 
added to my committee helpers to 
take charge of certain departments 
of the work as necessity: arose.

WAR SAVINGS 
CERTIFICATES 


On the second floor of the Bank 
of Canada building in Ottawa has 
just been set up a series of mechanical 
robots which do everything but speak 
and think, 

Installed for the purpose of handl- 
ing all applications for War Savings 
Certificates with speed and accuracy, 
these machines are operated by a 
specially trained staff of some forty 
people and can handle up to 10,000 
applications, and issue as many certi- 
ficates, in a single day, 

When an application for a War 
Savings Certificate is received at the 
Bank of Canada, the envelope is not 
slit open in the usual way by an of- 
fice boy armed with a blunt knife. 
Certainly not. The job is done in the 
modern manner with a machine. This 
envelope opener looks something like 
a bacon slicer and slits through scores 
of envelopes in the twinkling of an 
eye, 

From this opening machine the ap- 
plication, with its remittance, is pass- 
ed to a staff of checkers who see to 
it the amount of your remittance 
agrees with the sum stated on your 
application form. The money is 
then turned over to the teller and 
the application form to a staff of 
girls who operate a battery of punch- 
ing machines, 

These machines look like typewwit- 
ers but they are far more than that. | 
Into them are fed special cards, On 
these cards the girls type thle name | 
and address of the registered owner | 
shown on the application form, as 
well as the number and value of 
the certificate applied for. |

small oblong slits which are auto- 
matically: punched in the middle of 
the card as quickly as the operator 
can type.These slits perform the same 
funtion as the dots and dashes on 
an old fashioned music roll.

The cards pass through this ma- 
chine at the rate of 500 a minute, 
To do the job by hand would require 
a staff of several hundred people 
working with ‘tueiy coats off fur 
many hours at a stretch and even 
then spesd would be sazrifised for 
accuracy. The machine, on the othe 
hand, never makes a mistake.

Are hate and greed, fear and malice and all uncharitableness between 
nations and among individuals going to be buried so deep that they will 
never be: resurrected? Are these forces of evil going to be replaced by 
peace, amity, security, humanity and the love which £o often we have glibly 
declared should comprise the cornerstone of relationships between man 
and man and between nation and nation, or, is the world to be given over 
to an unbridled reign of fear, lust, cruelty, despotism and slavery ? 

In other words, are the forces of horror and evil against which we, 
along with those who think with us, going to be allowed to prevail, or are 
we going to gird our loins with determination to conquer, no matter how 
long and bitter the conflict, no matter how much we may have to suffer and 
endure in the meantime, and without regard to the cost to each of us as 
individuals and to the nation as a whole? 

The answer to these questions is simple. It lies within the heart and 
mind of each of us as individuals and as members of the Canadian nation. 
Along with our Allies we can and will prevail, provided our attitude as in- 
dividuals téwards this gigantic struggle is the right one; provided that all 
of us are determined to wage this warfare to a finish and provided that 
each and very one of us dedicates himself and herself to the task in hand 
with the last ounce of physical ability and will power. And make no mis- 
take, it may well be that these last ounces of reserves may have to be called 
upon to turn the scales in our direction, 

* * * * 
Outcome Is Certain 

And what is the attitude which we must bring to bear on our activities 
and contributions towards this tremendous struggle? Is it not true, that 
if we are to win this war and be in a position Subsequently to say in what 
kind of a world we are going to live and have our being, that our strength 
of arms must be fortified by high moral purposes; that we ourselves as in- 
dividuals must be imbued with those principles which we hope to be able to 
impose upon a willing world once the peace is signed; that we must practice 
these principles in our dealings one with another, that we must utilize them 
as guiding lights in the conduct of the war and that when victory has 
crowned our forces, as it will, we must make practical application of them 
when dictating the terms of peace? 

As Canadians and as members of the great British Empire, we have 
everything, materia] and spiritual, to ensure an ultimate victory, if we make 

s—=:se of these resources. We have courage, initiative, a bountiful supply 
of material resources and a high moral purpose, all of which must be made 
to play their part in full, not only by the nation as an entity‘ but by every 


individual, If this is done there can be no question of the ultimate out- 
come,

Ontario Considers Taking Steps In 
This Connection 

The Ontario Government is con- 
sidering controlling the sales of rifles 
and shotguns in sports goods shops 
throughout the province, Attorney- 
General Conant announced, 

The question is being considered 
in connection with the supplying of 
firearms to volunteer civil guards. 

Mr. Conant said that jurisdiction 
in connection with the sale and dis- 
position of firearms rests with the 
Federal Government, but the Ontario 
Government is considering the whole 
question of firearms in connection 
with shops which are selling rifles 
and shotguns without licenses.
